Representative Gardner, of Texas, 
ranking democrat on the ways and 
méeans committee, in the course of a 
two hour denunciation of the meas- 
ure, seized the hat as the first ob- 
ject within sight and challenged re- 
publican memberg of the commit- 
tee to say offhand what duty had 
been ‘imposed upon it. 

There was a moment’s hesitation. 
Then, in the midst of a shout from 
the minority side, Representative 
Green, republican, Iowa, arose from 
his seat and brought an answer- 
ing shout from the republican side 
by announcing that it was printed 
in the bill. 

Duty 61 2-5 Per Cent. 

Still waving the faded headgear, 
Mr. Gardner declared *that in the 
Payne-Aldrich bill the duty on that 
product was 50 per cent, but in the 
Fordney measure it was ten dollars 
a dozen, plus an ad valorem duty 
of 20 per cent, which made the ac- 
tual import tax, he added, 61 2-5 
per cent, ‘Comparison of the two 
bills, he said, would show the same 
scales rifmning through the 346 
pages of the Fordfiey measure. The 
average rate of the Fordney meas- 
ure, he added, was higher than ever 
proposed by congress. : 

Attacking the American valuation 
provision, Mr. Garner charged that 
if it had been applied to the present 
Dijderwood “law, rates now being 
paid would exceed the Payne sched- 
ules in every instance.

With Governor Thomas W. Hard- 
wick’s administration facing a se 
rious test in the house appropria- 
tions committee’s consideration of 
the graduated income tax measure;

Senator Brown’s Pian. 

Declaring that if such measure as 
proposed by Mr. DuBose was enact- 
ed practically every bottling con- 
cern in the state would be forced to 
cease operating on account of a-too 
heavy burden of taxation... Senator 
Brown stated thet an inereased tax 
on carbonic gas weuld be more suit- 
able and allow continuation of bust- 
ness by these Goncerns. | 

“I told the governor,” said the 
senator, “that my plan is to in- 
crease the tax on syrup manufac- 
turers from one-fourth one per cent 
on gross sales to a reasonable 
amount—say one per cent,—which 
would bring the state one and one- 
half cent on each gallon. 

“It would be impossible to col- 
lect one cent on each bottle or 
glass of soft drink due to the fact 
a number of bottlers and practically 
all soda founts do not keep any 
record of their sales, and the bot- 
tlers that did keep such accounts 
would be forced out of business on 
account of the fact the entire bus!i- 
ness is:on a five cent basis.

London, .July 9—With something 
an immense ‘igh of relief the en- 
tire country has greeted the news 
of the cessation of warfare in Ire- 
land and Eamonn de Valera’s com- 
ing conference with the British 
prime minister at London, which 
it is fervently hoped will lead te 
full restoration of peace, the pros- 
pects of which even the more cau- 
tious political obser¥ers regard as 
brighter than for a long time. 

The careful wording of Mr. de 
Valera’s acceptance of a conference 
is fwterpreted in some quarters here 
as based on the necessity of the 
Irish republican leader feeling his 
way with his own followers. It 
is thought, however, that a truce 
deliberately embarked upon cannot 
well be deliberately discarded, and 
that alone is a consideration of 
great promise, 

The terms of the truce which be- 
gins at noon Monday, were agreed 
to at British military headquarters 
in Dublin this afternoon. The pro- 
visions of the ‘truce cover fully all 
the ground for a temporary peace 
between the active Irish workers 
and the crown forces. All attacks, 
searches and raids, surveillance and 
provocation are to be abandoned 
by both sides. 

Mr. de Valera’s acceptance of the 
responsibility for fulfillment of the 
truce by the Irish republican army 
is held to dispel the idea in some 
quarters that the activest branch 
of the Sinn Fein is beyond contrel 
of the political chiefs. Whether

Must Stick to Mayor’s Chair 
or Take Jentzen’s Place, 
They Say. 


While-Mayor Key waxed facetious 
Saturday over the fact that the 
question has been raised as to 
whether his position as mayor of 
Atlanta and chief of the city’s sani- 
tary department is not illegal, his 
opponents in the matter were quiet- 
iby gathering additional facts to 
show that he must stick to his posi- 
tion of mayor and deny himself the 
pleasure of being sanitary chief. 

They were willing to concede the 
fact that should the mayor find the 
duties as sanitary chief less exact- 
ing and more comfortable than 
those of chief executive of the city, 
he may quit his present post for 
that occupied by John Jentzen, but 
they stoutly maintained that the 
mayor cannot be both mayor and 
sanitary chief at the same time 
without breaking any number of 
ordinances and setting a precedent 
that is sure to embroil him in count- 
less arguments. 

“That the heads of the several 
departments of the city of Atlanta 
shall be not only the nominal, but 
the actual executive head of their 
respective departments,” is the exact 
language in an ordinance on the 
statute books to which the sup- 
porters of Chief John Jentzen of the 
sanitary department called especial 
attention. 

“The:term head of department, as 
herein used.” says the ordinance, 
“means the chief or superintendent 
or general manager or officer under 
whatever name, who af present or 
may hereafter be put in charge of 
the department and the provisions 
of this ordinance shall apply to all 
departments of the city heretofore 
managed by boards or commissions 
or committee or like organizations.” 

Chambers’ Position. 

Aldine Chambers, counsel] for four 
sanitary inspectors whose demotion 
Mayor Key helped to bring about by 
having himself elected as acting 
head of the sanitary department in 
a brief absence of Chief Jentzen, 
declared that this ordinance pre- 
vents Mayor Key from holding two 
offices. 

The ordinance is known as the 
“Nutting ordinance.’ It was adopt- 
ed by the general council in 1913, 
approved by Mayor James G. Wood- 
ward, and is as follows: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council of the city of At- 
lanta as follows: 

“That the heads of the several 
departments of the city of Atlanta 
shall be not only the nominal, but 
the actual executive head of their 
respective departments, and here- 
after when assistants or men for 
such departments are to be ‘added, 
either as- officers or workmen, the 
head of such department shall rec- 
ommend parties suitable therefor 
to his board or commission or com- 
mittee, and said board, commission 
or committee shall be and they are 
hereby empowered to accept such 
nominations and their decision shal! 
be final. But if the nominations 
first presented are rejected it shall 
be the further duty and privilege of 
the head of said department to con- 
tinue to make such nominations un- 
til such names are submitted as 
said board or commission or com- 
mittee may accept. 

Head of Department. 

“The term head of department, as 
herein used, means the chief or 
superintendent or géneral manager 
or officer under whatever name 
who at present or may hereafter be 
put in charge of the department, 
and provisions of this ordinance 
shall apply to all departments of 
the city heretofore managed by 
boards or commissions or ¢commit- 
tees or like organizations. 

“That it is made the duty of the 
heads of such several departments 
and of the members of.such boards, 
commissions er committees to: ob- 
serve the several provisions of this 
ordinance. 

“That all ordinances and parts of 
ordinances in conflict with this or- 
dinance be and the same are hereby 
repealed,”

The following interesting state- 
metit on the state’s property, h.s- 
tory of its acquirement and discus- 
£ion of his contention has been pre- 
pared by him: 

Under the administration of Governor 
Lyillock, between 1568 and 1871, $13,000,000 
ef bonds were issued for bonds of fake 
vailronds indorsed by the Bullock admin- 
istration. These bonds were all repudiated 
and a full list of the same can be had by 
ckamining the reports of the legislative 
committee having in enarge tiis investiga- 
tion under the administration of Governor 
Jaiines M. Smith. At that time a complete 
recognized list of valid bonds of the state 
Was prepared and is also a matter of rec- 
werd. Between 1572 and 1877, if any state 
tends of recognized validity ‘matured, such 
bonds were redeemed with money procured 
by the issue ond sale of new bonds. 

Bonded Debt $9,000,000. 

At the time of the constitutional conven- 
tion of 1877 the recognized bonded debt of 
the state was about $9,750,000, No bonds 
whatever, except for refunding purposes, 
have been issued since 1877, but, on the 
other hand, in pursuance of the require- 
iments of that constitution, the bonded debt 
of the state has been paid off at the rate 
of $100,000 per annum. fo that since 1877 
the bonded debt of the state eee been re- 
duced by something over $4,000,000 and the 
bouded debt existing in 1877, as the same 
has matured and has not becn met from the 
winking fund, has been refunded by the 
issue and sale of new bonds. 

The bonded Indebtedness of the state in 
1877 represented an indebtedness which had 
heen previously incurred in various ways. 
A large part of the debt of the state ex- 
isting .»d recognized in 1877 had been in- 
curred in the construction of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad. A part of it, some- 
thing like $2,000,000, had been incurred by 
the indorsement of the bonds of the Macon 
and Brunswick railroad and the ‘taking over 
of that railroad by the state, in pursnance 


of its obligation to pay the original Macon: 


end Brunswick bonds, &£ part of the bond- 
edi debt, as it existed in 1877, was incurred 
by the state tn the sale of its bonds for the 
purpose of raising cash with which to pay 
the state’s subscription of $1,000,000 to the 
capital steck of the Atlantie and Gulf rail- 


road, 
Stock Becomes Worthless. 

The state in 1877 owned $1,000,000 of At- 
lantic and Gulf stock which became worth- 
less in 1879 when the Atlantic and Gulf 
railroad was sold under foreclosure proceed- 
ings. The last of the Atlantic and Gulf 
bonds did not mature wntil 1886. In 1877 
the state owned $18,600 of Georgia Railréed 
abd Banking company stcck, $183,300 face 
talue of steck in the Bank <«f the State of 
Georgia, $800,000 face value of stock in the 
Bank of Angusta, 

The ownership of these bank stocks oc- 
curred as a result of the state’s unsuccess- 
ful effort to operate the old Central Bank 
of Georgia, Te protect the paper money of 
the Central bank and otherwise provide it 
with operating revenue the state issued 
ever $1,500,000 of bonds, and, among other 
things, placed in the Central Bank of Geor- 
via the $1,051,000 received by the state as 
a deposit from the United States govern- 
ment In 1837, when the distribution was 
made of the surplus in the United States 
treasury. 

The Georgia railroad and the bank stocks 
referred to had a face value of close to 
&2,000.000. All these were assets of the state 
tn 1877. When the constitution required the 
proceeds of the sale of the Western and 
Atlantic and the Macon and Brunswick and 
any other railroads which the state might 
own, and also the proceeds of the sale of 
any other publie property, the convention 
which framed the constitution had in mind 

as other property the railroad and bank 
stocks then held as public property, but

Case of Prison Farm. 

The same principle, however, would not 
apply should the state sell its prison farm 
at Milledgeville because that ig held and 
used by the estate as a sovereignty in the 
administration of its penal policy. The 
state could sell the prison farm and use 
the money in buying another, or if the 
legislature should so choose, the proceeds 
could be turned inte the treasury and used 
oy other part of the public funds up- 
pieag 
So with the governor’s mansion. This prop- 
erty is held and used for governmental 
purposes, and, as to its disposition, the 
legislature is free to act both as to the 
sale and, te the disposition of the proceeds 
of the sale without regard to any constitu- 
tional limitation. The same principle wouid 
apply as to all other property of the state 
acquired and used for governmental pur- 
pases, such as the asylum for the biind at 
Macon and asylum for the deaf and dumb 
at Cave Surimgs and as well as to the 
property already mentioned. 

The America nprinciple is this, when «@ 
state descends from the plane of its sov- 
erelynty and contracts with private persons 
it is regarde@ pro hac rice as a private 
person itself and tg bound accordingly. But 
for the fact of its immunity from suit yn- 
der the federal constitution the state, as 
a debtor to its bondholders, is regarded as a 
private person, 

The state, under its contract with ifs 
bondholders, is bound te appiy the proceeds 
arising from the sale of any of its private 
property to the payment of its bonds. It is 
under no such obligation should the legista- 
ture choose to sell the property held by the 
state in its sovereignty and used for public 
and governmental purposes.

Ever since the civil war he has 
been held in high esteem by all who 
knew him, both white and black.

“A Fatthful Friend.” 

‘On last Friday, July 8, there 
passed away at his home on ‘Wesley 
road, an aged and highly respected 
ex-slave, Roland Wisham. 

“Kit, as he was famillarly 
known, was highly esteemed by a 
large number of frienas among both 
white and colored, for his intelli- 
gence, integrity of character and 
faithfulness. He had lived the whole 
of his long life near Atlanta, and 
in his death the last one of the ex- 
siaves of the late James Collier 
passed away. 

“After he was freed, he became a 
preacher of the gospel, and in this as 
in everything he undertook he was 
faithful and conscientious. When 
he was a siave he was often intrust- 
ed with money belonging to his mas- 
ter and with minor business matters 
and never once was he known to be- 
tray a trust 

“A mutual attachment existed be- 
tween this old ex-slave and the old- 
er members of the family of the late 
Meredith Collier, pioneer, father of 
James Collier the owner of ‘Kit’ and 
they frequently visited him at his 
home particularly auf? nis later 
years when he was in f e health.

So there you are; or are not, as 
the case may be. I do not find 
the latest dispatches concerning Up- 
per Silesia quite convincing. I ex- 
pect the interallied commission to 
deal firmly with Poles or Germans 
who may misbehave within Upper 
Silesia. I expect Hoefer’s defense 
force to disarm and disband after 
appropriate ferocious gestures. I do 
not believe the Berlin report that 
detachments of the Polish army are 
in Upper Silesia, I do not expect 
war between Poland and Germany. 
But I recognize also that anything 
however preposterous, may happen 
in the basin of the Oder. And, re- 
ealling the Kapp affair, I can see 
how a coup might be attempted 
against the Wirth government. But, 
as Stephenson said of the cow who 
should attempt to stop his railroad 
engine, “It wad be vera bad for 
the furioses and swashbucklers af 
is said to have taken the necessary

PEAGE RESOLUTION 
PRINTED IN BERLIN 


Berlin, July 9.—Ellis Loring Dre- 
sel, United States cOmmissioner in 
Berlin, today communicated to the 


German foreign office an unofficial ; 


copy of the compromise Porter- 
Knox resolution ending the state of 
war between the United States and 
'Germany. This copy was the first 
detailed information received by the 
Berlin government concerning the 


action of the United States. 

The afternoon newspapers also 
print the full text of the resolu- 
tion, of which only a brief review 
previously had been given to the 
German public. Active unofficial 
negotiations are being carried on 
between the American commission 
and the German foreign office con- 
cerning a final peace treaty. 

The reichstag adjourned before 
the full text of the peace resolution 
was received by Foreign Minister 
Rosen and consequently the docu- 
ment was not gubmitted to the for- 
eign affairs committee. Although 
the reichstag does not reconvene 
until September 7, it is likely that 
the foreign affairs committee will 
be called to Berlin earlier if the 
peace treaty negotiations require 
their presence, Even the full reich- 
stare may be reconvened before the 
date set, as it is within the power 
of President Loebe of that body 
to do so if he thinks it necessary.

Smith and Grant, of Atlz.nta, 
Are Defeated for Doubles 


Championship.

Playing a game almost perfoct in 
execution and.at times rising to 


dazzling heights of brilliance, Hen- 
ry Bruns, of New Orleans, and 
Douglass Watters, of Mulberry, 
Fla., defeated C. Y. Smith and Kryan 
Grant at Atlanta in straight sets 
on yesterday afternoon in the final 
round of the men’s doubles for the 
championship ef the south. 

The game put up by the victors 
was practically without exception 
declared by those who have follow- 
ed tennis in the south for the last 
ten years to be the greatest exhib- 
tion of doubles play ever seen in 
a southern championship, and this 
statement does not except the fa- 
mous Doyle brothers, of Washing- 
ton, who have been seen in action 
several times, 

Bruns and Watters played a 
driving game most of the time, re- 
sorting to the lob only on rare oc- 
casions, but picking their openings 
with the greatest accuracy and s8e- 
curing the net on every possible oc- 
casion, and when reaching there 
volleving with uneanny force and 
precision. In fact, it was this part 
of their game that stood out above 
all else. Both Watters and Bruns 
seemed to be supernatural in their 
ability to anticipate the drives of 
their opponents, and once their 
rackets were on the ball at the net 
the point was generally a clean ace 
for them. 

Atiantans’ Fight. 

Grant and Smith put up a good 
fight, but a hopeless one, in the face 
of the overpowering attack of’ the 
winners, and they have the satis- 
faction of knowing that there is not 
a combination of any two players 
who could have stemmed the tide 
against the victorious team with 
the game they put up yesterday aft- 
ernoon. It was simply unbeatable 
in the south. 

Bruns played unquesttonably the 
best of the four, his tennis being 
almost perfect for several games, 
and his steadiness like unto Gib- 
raltar. Watters was given to 
flights of wnsteadiness, but his 
fame was the more spectacular, he 
pulling off shet after shot that 
brought the large gallery to its 
feet time and again. 


The First Set, 


The first set began with Watters 
serving, which was won by the vis- 
itors. Grant served next, and the 
score was broucht to one all. 
Bruns then served and won, making 
it 2-1, Bruns and Watters leading. 
Smith’s serve was broken through 
at this point and when Watters 
took his serve the score reached 
4-1. Grant then won his service, 
and when the Atlanta pair broke 
through Bruns’ delivery hope beat 
high for the local pair. Smith's 
serve Was broken through, however, 
and with Watters serving beauti- 
fully the set ended for Bruns and 
Watters at 6-3. 

In the second set the winners had 
it all their own way, winning it at 
6-1 with tennis that was unbeat- 
able. Grant wae badiv off in this 
eet, making a reat many errors. 
Watters showe up well, getting 
no less than nine placements and 
one service ace. 

The Third Set. 


The third set opened with Rruns 
and Watters going like a living av- 
alanche, they winning the first 
four games in a row. During these 
four games Bruns played the great- 
est tennis of any individual of the 
match at any time. 

With the score 4 love against 
them Smith and Grant took a brace 
and with Grant playing the best 
tennis he showed during the match 
they broke through Bruns’ serve, 
which was followed by Smith win- 
ning his, and, by playing with dea- 
peration, they broke through Wat- 
ters’ delivery for the first time. 
With the score 4-3 against the local 
plavers it looked like they might 
null the set. out, but Bruns and 
Watters had scented victory. and 
when Grant’s serve was broken 
through dav had almost turned into 
impenetrable darkness for Smith 
and Grant. With Watters serving 
match point was reached, hut Smith 
made a beautiful drive and brought 
it back to deuce. An error at this 
noint gave them advantage. but de- 
feat was onlv delaved a few sec- 
onds, for, with Watters playing 
magnificently at the net the re- 
maining three points were tucked 
away and a new combination hada 
been crowned southern champions.

Upturn in Stocks Comes 
After Heavy Tone Un- 
der Bearish Pressure at 
the Opening. | 


New York, July 9.—Stocks were 
Jheavy in the first half of today’s 
briet earnag 4 under further bearish 
pressure, but rallied briskly later, 
most losses being cancelied or re- 
duced to nominal dimensions. 

Shorts attempted to take adyan- 
tage of the light attendance of trad- 
ers, weakness of foreign exchange 
and another probable decrease in 
Steel tonnage to depress prices. 

Leaders reacted 1 to 2 poigts and. 
issues of companies whose divi- 
dends prospects are more or less de- 
batable registered more extensive 
declines on comparatively light of- 
ferings. Buying of rails, especially 
the investment division, gave im- 
petus to the rebound, although final 
prices in many instances were in- 
clined to ease. 

Unfilled orders of the United 
States Steel corporation for June 
showed a decrease of nearly three 
hundred sixty-five thousand tons, 
reducing bookings to about five 
million, one hundred eighteen thou- 
sand tons. This is the smallest to- 
tal since April of 19Tr9, and com- 
pares with nearly eleven million 
tons a@ year ago. 

‘Exchange on London fell nearly 
four cents to the pound from yes- 
terday’s final quotation, declining 
to $3.66%, or the lowest price since 
January. Continental rates also 
moved adversely, showing losses of 
10 to-256 points. 

Mid-year interest and dividend 
payments and further liquidation of 
stocks explained an actual reduc- 
tion of almost seventy-five million 
dollare in clearing house loans and 
discounts. The actual cash gain of 
almost twenty-four million dollars 
increased excess reserves to slightly 
over thirty-four million dollars. 

Dealings in bonds, especially ~Lib- 
erty issues, were relatively large, 
with an irreguiar tone. Speculative 
rails held firm, but industrials and 
internationals were mixed. Total 
sales, par value, $6,875,000. .

STRIKE END HELPS 
COTTON DEMAND 


* 

New York July 9.—Reports of an 
increasing export and domestic 
trade demand have followed the 
publication of the end-June crop 
figures and the settlement of the 
coal, strike in the cotton 
market. Buying on these features 
was checked during the earlier part 
of the past week by the fear of in- 
creased spot offerings on advances. 
Later, however, a firmer spot basis 
was reported in the south owing to 
an improved export demand and 
prices here made new high ground 
for the movement during the day's 


trading with October contracts sell- 
ing at 12.93 compared with 11.22. 
the low record of last month, and 
13.99, the best price touched on the 
advance of last May. According to 
local brokers, buyers have not found 
much encouragement in the news 
from the domestic goods trade 
which has been more or less irregu- 
lar, while some increased curtail- 
ment has been reported among the 
yarn mills. Mid-week reactions 
were promoted by a fairly favorable 
weekly review of crop progress by 
the weather bureau, and there has 
been no serious criticism of weath- 
er conditions since then. The in- 
creased spot sales reported into the 
southern markets at moderate ad- 
vances and larger hedge selling also 
tended to hold the market in check 
during the earlier part of the week. 
as indicating that buyers were se- 
curing cotton quite readily. To- 
ward the close of the week, how- 
ever, it was reported more difficult 
to buy in both eastern and western 
section than, when prices were a 
cent a pound lower. These reports 
combined with smaller arrivals here 
or delivery on contracts, the in- 
creased spot business reported in 
Liverpool and indications of a re- 
viving Lancashire demand, were 
largely responsible for the late 
week advances. A statement that 
the war finance corperation has 
agreed to loan money for the fi- 
nancing of staple cotton by an as- 
sociation of Mississippi growers 
may also have contributed to the 
firm tone of the market, as indi- 
cating that additional] credit faeilt- 
ties will be provided if they should 
be found necessary by the commit- 
tee which is now investigating tne 
matter. The extent of the old cron 
supply is still being emphasized by 
traders who feel that the test of 
the spot markets will come as new 
crop cotton begins to0 move, and 
reactions during today’s late trad- 
ing were accompanied by rumors 
of federal mid-month crop condi- 
tion figures.

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WHEAT PRICES 
DROP AT CLOSE 


Lower Start Caused by 
Bullish Estimates or 
Government Crop Re- 
ports--Buying Increases. 


Chicago, July 9—-Wheat prices 
fell sharply in the closing minutes 
of today’s session on the Chicago 
board of trade and all other grain 
prices turned easy in sympathy. The 
close was weak with net losses of 
3 to 3%c in whéat; %®to 1%c in 
corn, and % to c in oats.

Hot 
weather reports from North Dakota 
and ‘the Canadian -northwest form- 
ed a contributing factor. In the 
last hour, however, the local buy- 
ers quit bidding. There was no eut- 
side buying and the whole price 
structure came down in a heap. 
Final prices were at about the low~ 
est point ofthe day. Reporte that 
striking firemen and- engineers at 
local elevators had accepted the em- 
ployers’ terms for reduced wages 
had no appreciable effect on the 
market, 

Corn was ‘generally unsettled. 
July led this market because heavy 
sales to Montreal resulted in re- 
moving hedges on several hundred 
thousand bushels. When this op- 
tion was around 2 cents over Sep- 
tember, there was some speculative 
trade on the difference.

the weevil infestation this year is 
a question of interest to farmers 
from all portions of the cotton belt 
early each summer and is naturally 
one of the considerable interest to 
all men connected with the cotton 
industry. Consequently, for a 


| number of years back, the bureau of 


entomology of the United States de- 
partment of agficulture has been 
conducting a series of observations 
which afford a fair degree of com- 
parison of the infestations develop- 
ing each season. 

This consists: of a series of sur- 
veys, same points being taken each 
year. A specified number of plants 
are examined at each point under 
observation and the number of wee- 
vils found js noted. In the course 
of this survey. which is usually 
made abéut the first week of June, 
something over 200,000 plants are 


} examined each year and from these 


is computed the ratio of cotton 
plants per weevil. .The fglowing 
table gives the Feecrds from 1915 to 
date:

It will be noted from this that 
the infestation for the present year 
is the heaviest which has been ex- 
perienced in any of the seasons on 
which the department has a record, 
except that of 1916, and is very 
nearly as heavy as it was that year. 
In addition, hibernatione cage tests 
have’ been condueted as usual and 
show a very high percentage of 
survival this season. Furthermore, 
the department is now receiving re- 
ports from its men from practical- 
ly all portions of the cotton belt 
and it Is quite obvious that there 
is an unusually sever infestation 
in nearly all portions of the nouth. 

These comments, of course, apply 


only to the infestation of hiber- 


nated weevils, and this Infestation 
does not necessarily determine the 
degree of damage which will be 
experienced throughout the season, 
because weather conditions may op- 
erate to offset this heavy initial

he dieriiiasée of an artist's dream 
beautiful reality is the Washing- 


ton memorial (“A Shrine of the 
Ages”) at Valley Fodge, and it is 
enshrined withifi the hearts of all 
true Americans. John’ Chapman 
Hilder , writing for the Ladies’ 
Home Journal, has given us an in- 
teresting pen picture of this, one 
of our latest interests. We shall 
look with pride and pleasuré on 
Georgia’s ,.part in this wonderful 
achievement. 

. On the hills at Valley Forge sleep 
three thousand Revolutionary sol- 
diers. During the bitter cold winter 
of 1777-78 these half starved and 
poorly clothed men gave their lives 
for the ideals on which America is 
founded. Here one of America’s 
most beautiful shrines hag arisen. 
It embodies not alone the stirring 
events of the Revolution but the 
entire history of the nation and its 
progress. Every detail of this in- 
spiring edifice hag its historic sig- 
nificance. 

Sacred Ground. 

Every foot of these grounds is 
sacred in the eyes of all true Ameri- 
cans. One of the mest interesting 
spots in the encampment is the site 
of the log huts in which the army 
lived. These were arranged in com- 
pany streets on the hills. From 4e- 
tailed specifications found, an ex- 
act replica of one of the huts has 
been built, and a few ‘yards to the 
east of this hut stands the exquis- 
itely beautiful Washington memo- 
rial chapel built in true Gothic de- 
sign. The first feature to draw the 
eye from the contemplation of the 
chapel is the cloister of the’ colo- 
nies which forms a porte-cochere. 
The cloister is an exquisite memo- 
rial to the thirteen original colo- 
nies, each of which will be devoted

Adjoining it is the wood- 
land ‘cathedral containing a bronze 
statue of Washington at prayer. 
The whole conception of the clois- 
ter of the colonies is appealing.

In 
memory of the mothers of the na- 
tion is.Bela Pratt’s. “Sacrifice and 
Devotion” in bronze. 

Entering the chapel. one. is at 
once impressed with the stately 
beauty of its lines and the soft ra- 
diance of the light filtered through 
its remarkable memorial windows. 
These are stainel glass in the man- 
ner Of the famous windows in.Char- 
treg cathedral, of such mellowndss 
that one is unconscious of the ac- 
tual color scheme until on closer 
analysis it is found to be the na- 
tion colors—red, white and blue. 
The window designs range from “Ste 
Peter preaching at Jerusalem” to 
the thirty-six episodes in Washing- 
ton’s life.

“The industrial bill isn’t so awful. ‘Now that I’ve read it, I can’t 
“see any reasonable objection to it.” 
_. The speaker’ was an Atlanta woman, who, a week before, had 
ready to insist that the bill introduced by M. G. Valentino of 
: m, of the state house of representatives, foi the protection of 
* Women in industry, was the inspiration of radicals, and that the 
‘women’s organizations sponsoring it had taken their stand purely on 
‘sentiment and without studying the provisions of the bill or the indus- 
trial conditions giving rise to its introduction. 
“Now that I’ve read it.” In that clause lay the significance of the 
statement. 
_. _ And it is not women alone who form their conclusions without 
‘first securing the facts. Jumping at conclusions is not by any means 
a characteristic monopolized by the “new” citizens. | 
, The woman who spoke knows both sides of the labor situation, 
‘and she knows-the great amount of agitation for industrial reforms 
which are stirred up Oftentimes by outsiders whose intentions are 
good, but whose judgment is not so good. And because she leans 
toward the side of the employer on general principles in all phases 
of the labor situation, she assumed that the industrial bill, because 


it would impose certain requirements on the employer must necessa- 


rily be one-sided. 

“Why, it only asks what modern employers already grant of their 
own accord,” she admitted after she read it, “a restriction of not more 
than nine hours a day of work for women, a fifty-hour week, sanitary 
€onditions necessary to the maintenance of health and the provision 
of a state inspector to see that the other provisions of the bill are 
carried out.” 

If alk employers were “modern” in the best sense of the term the 
bill would not be necessarys And to the credit of Georgia, be it said, 
there are employers, according to the findings of the recent federal 
inspection in Georgia, who are doing more for their women employees 
than the Valentino bill calls for. This inspection declared that in 
some places conditions were ideal. 

But the same inspection (and the information is not limited to 
the woman’s bureau, which guided the survey) revealed at the same 
time that all employers in Georgia are not modern. Some are 
medaieval, and it is the women who must labor in the industries con- 
ducted py such employers whom the organized women of Georgia are 
backing Mr. Valentino to protect. 

“The women whom you would help,” said Mr. Valentino. the other 
day to the local League of Women Voters, who had asked him to 
address them on the subject of the bill, “are women who are not in a 
position through their own economic strength to help themselves.” 

The most conservative sentiment of Georgia’s womanhood is urg- 
ing the passage of the bill. Mrs. Frank McIntire, of Mr. Valentino’s 
county—Chatham—who is democratic national committee woman, 
collaborated with the author of the bill in its composition. 

The state organizations which have officially indorsed the bill are 
the Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, ths League of’ Women 
Voters, the Georgia Federation of Business and Professional Women’s 
clubs and the Women’s Christian Temperance Union.

To 
begin -with, I should most earnestly 
advise against any girl’s beginning a 
film career unless she is blessed with 
more than average = health and 
strength. 

For the demands made by picture- 
life upon one’s health and strength 
are greater than fn any other busi- 
ness open to a girl. ' 

Work 36 Hours Without’ Letup. 

And the higher one climbs, the 
greater these demands. 

Take my own case as an example. 

When I am engaged in making a 
picture my day begins at 6 o’clock 
in the morning. That is the hour ! 
get un. And from that moment until 
I go to bed at 9 o’clock that evening 
—and I am always in bed by 9 o’clock 
when I am working—I am busy! 

I get to the studio at 7:30 and for 
an hour and a half have to hustle to 
dress, make un and study my part. 

The actual “shooting,” as we speak 
of photographing the scenes, begins 
at 9 o’clock ordinarily. Of course it 
happens not infrequently that we are

“She it was, for instance, who. 


spent days going about among other 
motion picture folk and interesting 
them in our institution. And the re- 
sult was, several years ago, that the 
children’s Christmas made them un- 
speakably happy—when a dozen big 
stars came to us and-gave us a won- 
derfal treat—a regular Christmas

Turkish crisis in Asia Minor has at least two distinct phases, the imme- 
diate and local, which in this case concern the Greeks and turks, and 
the wider and even more important, which directly affects Britain, 
France and Italy and less closely Russia, Rumania, Bulgaria, and, in 


fact, all of the nations in southeastern Europe. 


The truth is that in 


the region out of which came the spark which lighted the world confla- 


already disturbed the equanimity of most of the nations of Europe.

out of certain decisions which were embodied in the treaty of Sevres,

Thanks to Venizelos the great 
Hellenic dream through s0 many 
centuries, the dream that was By- 
zantine even more than Helienic, 
seemed on the point of realization. 
To Greece was assigned all of the 
Turkish territory In Europe, right 
down to the Chatalja lines, where 
the Bulgarian advance of the first 
Balkan war had been halted, save 
only the shore of the straits and 
the Gallipoli peninsula, which were 
reserved for the international come 
mission, which was to mount guard 
at the Golden Horn. In addition, by 
a treaty done at Neuilly, Bulgaria 
was compelled to cede to Greece her 
window on the Aegean, the remain- 
ing fragment of her spoile won in 
the first Balkan war, thus giving 
Greece continuity of territory from 
Athens to the outskirts of Constan- 
tinople.

All of this arrangement was made 
while Venizelos was in power in 
(jreece and well-nigh the most con- 
spicuous single figure in the allied 
councils. It meant the doom of 
the Turk, who not only lost all 
of his European possessions, in- 
cluding his capital, which became 
the seat of an interallied commis- 
sion, but also surrendered the larger 
part of his Asiatic empire. It was 
a death sentence which could only 
be carried out by force, since the 
Turk was bound to resist to the 
death. 

No sooner had the Sevres treaty 


been completed than Venizelos fell 
and Constantine returned to Ath- 
ens. But Constantine was not only 
the brother-in-law of the Kaiser,

And no soon- 
er had French troops landed at 
Beirut and moved inland, than the 
Turks began a campaign to defend 
Cilicia and the French not only 
suffered several defeats but were 
forced to multiply their garrisons 
in Syria and in Cilicia.

Anglo-French relations in the Near 
East are, at the moment complicated 
by the decision of the British to 
recognize the Emir Feisal ag the 
native sovereign of Mesopotamia. 
Feisal is an old foe of France At 
the Paris peace conference he was 
constantly used by the British to 
block French aspirations in Syria. 
When France at last obtained the 
Syrian mandate, Feisal went back 
to Damascus and, at first the re- 
cipient of French subsidies, organ- 
ized resistance to French occupa- 
tion, which led to fighting, in 
which French troops had the upper 
hand and General Gouraud promptly 
sent Feisal into exile. This exile 
proved to be London. 

PLAN MEANS 
NEW COLLISION. 

To put Feisal in a position of in- 
fluence in Mesopotamia and thus on 
the frontiers of French Syria can 
only mean, in the long run, a new 
collision. Moreover. the French 
believe that Feisal will promptly 
join hands with Kemal in a cam- 
paign to evict the Fiench, British 
and Italians as well as the Greeks 
from all the Mohammedan iand:s of 
the Near East, and North Africa 
AS a consequence French 
bitterness over British policy in the 
Near ,East is, at the moment, al- 
most unprecedentedly keen. As for 
Italian sentiment, if it is iess vo- 
ciferous, it is only a little less. re- 
sentful. ; 

There is a Bulgarian end to the 
tangle, too. The treaty of Neuilly 
deprived the Bulgarians of their sin- 
gle Aegean port of Dedeagatch and 
the strip of land along the west 
bank of the Maritza, which gave 
them access to this port, including 
the land near Adrianople, which was 
ceded by the sultan to Ferdinand 
directly as a reward for Bulgarian 
entrance into the world war. This 
punishment of Bulgaria was stronz2- 
ly opposed by the United States rep- 
resentatives ‘at Paris, who insisted 
that it would lead to future wars 
and worked substantial injustice On 
the whole Greek ethnic claims would 
seem to be far better than Bulga- 
rians, except for relatively smal) 
areas between Adrianople and the 
Black sea, but Bulgarian aspirations 
are unmistakable. 


Moreover, French and Italian sup- 
port for the Bulgarian claim to such 
portions of Thrace as are not handed 
over to the Turk is manifest. Thus 


one more possible complication fol- 
lowing a Turkish victory over Greece 
might be an intervention by Bulga- 
ria to regain her lost lands in 
Thrace. Whether such a Bulgarian 
move would provoke Rumanian or 
Serbian protest is debatable. In the 
old Venizelos days Rumania, Ureece 
and Serbia were united by treaty 
against Bulgaria, but Greece, despite 


| Venizelos, repudiated her obligations 
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to Serbia in 1915 and one may doubt 
whether the Serb would now be 
over-anxious to come to the support 
of the very king who in similar cir- 
cumstances betrayed him oOniy six 
years ago. 


PARIS FORCED 

TO SOLVE RROBLEM. 
In sum, then, it is patent that de- 

spite all of its efforts,

And in the background there is 
always Russia: Even if the soviet 
alliance. the bargain between Kem- 
al and Lenine leads to nothing, it 
is certain that in the future, when 
a real Russia emerges from the 
present chaos, the first objegtive 
of that Russia wilil be the 
sion of Constantinople and 
straits. which were promised to 
czarist Russia as a reward for Rus- 
sian effort during the world 
And the nation which holds these 
southern gates to-Russia, when that 
time comes, whether it be Greece, 
Turkey or Great Britain, will find 
itself confronted with prospect of a 
new struggle. 

Today the whole of the Near 
East, indeed, of the Mohammedan 
world, is in ferment. No man can 
say what wil) be the limits of this 
Greek campaign. which represents 
a desperate effort of Constantine 
to keep his throne by retaining the 
lands which Venizelos by diplomacy 
won for Greece and the king, by re- 
turning, placed in jeopardy.

F MRS. FLORENCE SUTLOW RISK of New York 
has suddenly found that life is a stale, flat draught

There is every reason to believe that Mrs. Risk con- 
sidered that her suit would be viewed sympathetically 
by the court. To her mind the whole affair had the 
mere status of a civil contract, and as her ‘husband 
hadn’t fulfilled his part of the agreement she would be 
held justified in trying to annul the contract and still 
Save for herself some of the fruits of her married 
condition. 

Greatly to her surprise, the courts very sternly told 
her that what she had done and what she proposed 
further to do, were against public policy. Justice 
George V. Mullan refused to grant the writ and told 
her, in effect, that she must lie in the bed she had made. 

“The thing that is really shocking to normal peo- 
ple,” said the Justice, “is that a woman could really 
marry a man with whom she is not in love. As | find 
that the defendant irisisted upon his marital rights and 
that he was denied them, the conclusion follows that 
the plaintiff was guilty of cruelty, entitling the de- 
fendant to abandon her.” *

For the latest husband of the beautiful Princess— 
Capt. Schutz—sought the annulment, which she 
declined to contest, on the ground that her first 
husband, Capt. Victor Turin, supposedly deceased, 
has turned up alive in New York. .

Nadeja Vasillevana Troubetzkoy, to give her 
her full name, was born in Moscow and at the 
outbreak of the war in 1914 was attending the 
Imperial Unjversity at Petrograd. She immedi- 
ately offered her services to the government, ac- 
cording to her story, together with an organized 
hospital train of ten cars. It was accepted. She 
was among the first women in the war to be sub- 
ject to actual battle conditions.

HERE is a pretéy row going on in church circles throughout the country. It centers in Kansas 
City around Dr. Burris Jenkins, pastor of the Linwood Roulevard Christian Church—or, to 
be more exact, ground 2a novel by Mr. Jenkins, The book tx called “The Princess 

Salome,” a tale of the days of camel bells. It parports.to carry a religious messags. But that’s 
just where the rab comes in. The orthodox say that it does just the eppostte—that it is im- 
moral and further that it strikes at the foundation of Christianity by casting doubt en the 
physical resurrection ef Christ and his miraeles. 

Through all the furore created, Dr. Jenkins remains unperturbed. He is used te being 
attacked. He was attacked when he proclaimed his disbelief in a literal hell, when he adve- 
cated Sunday golf ang other forms of recreation on Sunday, when he became editer and 
publisher of a daily newspaper, and when he took an active part in politics, nonfinating 
William G. McAdeo for President at the Democratic national convention last year. His liberal 
—his critics say radical—religious views have caused him te be classeq as a heretic by his 
own denomination. 

But to get back te the subject ef this story—“The Princess Salome.” The immoral charge 
is based upon various descriptions of scenes—for instance, in the Groves of Daphne, where 
nude men and wemen are described as disporting themselves in the streams and weods, in- 
duliging in the utmost license, and the feast ef Herod, where Salome danced fer the head of 
"nee elements aa radicalism results from the author’s manifest deubt ag te the truth ef 
the miracles se generally credited as incident to the birth of the Christian era, principally 
the physica] resurrection of Christ.

For the purpose of the story, Stephen was selected as the 


lover from whom she was parted by her mother and her 
uncle, Herod. 


But to get back to the criticism of the book. Iam will- 
ing to rest my case with the readers.

Take, for example, the character- 
istic taste of roast beef and the 
savor of broiled oysters; if the beef 
were boiled and the oysters stewed, 
each would‘lose much of its flavor. 

The rule applies to Vegetables as 
well, for, although turnips, tomatoes 


enhance the natural flavor of foods; 
it creates new flavors by making 
new substances through high tenr 
perature. The fresh crust of bread, 
muffins and toast, the well-browned 
top of a rice pullding and the crisp 


. surfaces of boiled or baked meats, 


poultry and fish all have a new and 

delicious flavor, due to actual 

change in the food material. 
Moreover, baking insures the re- 


stuffs. 

Some foods, however, should not 
be subjected to intense heat during 
the whole of the cooking process. 
For example, if an egg is boiled 
steadily for three or four minutes 
the white will be hard and the yolk 
soft, whereas if it is put into a pan 
of boiling water and the pan is 


withdrawn to a warm place where

Fall the celebrities who trickle across to 
O these shores, some invited, some not, one 
will shortly be on the way who, though he may 
be unknown to the majority of Americans, hap- 


pens to be one of the few really picturesque 
characters remaining in the drab world of to- 
day. He is not a Carpentier, he is not a Curie, 
he is not a Chesterton, he is not a Maeterlinck, 
he is not an Einstein—in fact, he is not a self- 
made man at all. But for once in a way that 
does not detract from the story—so unreal and 
romantic a figure is His Highness the Aga 
Khan. 

Kipling once wrote about the East being the 
Past and the West the West, and there being 
no chance of ever the twain. meeting. Yet what 
.are we to think of a man who gefs his riches 
from the poor, the. very poor of India—a kind 
of Peter’s pence—and squanders them light- 
heartedly on the gaming tables of Nicé and 
Deauville? Of a man who can claim direct de- 
scent from the Prophet via Ali Baba and his 
wife, Fatima, and leads a modern Arabian 
Nights existence half set in the European pleas- 
ure whirl, half as the high priest of tens of mil- 
lions of Indians? Who blends racing and gam- 
bling and golfing and dancing in the most joy- 
ous company Paris can assemble, with mystic 
sacerdotalism in a temple at Bombay? Yetsuch 
is the dual personality existence led by the Aga 
‘Khan, head of all the Indian Mahommedans. As 
easly as he slips off his gorgeous robes and 
sets aside his brilliants and rubies in favor of 
the ultra-fashionable tafloring products of Sa- 
vile Row, so he seems to cross almost from pre- 
historic times into the twentieth century. 

To watch him sitting at the gaming tables on 
the riviera handling crinkling thousand franc 
notes and bowing and smiling at ¢he beautiful 
ones’ around (with covetousness written into 
their features), and then to swerve in the imag- 
ination to the banks of the Ganges, to one of 
those pictures of hundreds of thousands of na- 
tives bathine limb to limb in the sacred waters 
—his subjects—-is to experience a clashing of 
the centuries,.of the present and the legendary, 
of black and white, of Europe and Asia, of 
Christianity and Mahommedanism, a collision of 
the real vital present and the unreal filmy past 
—calculated to bring one down to a very primi- 
tive philosophy indeed. 

Can this man of forty in the dinner jacket, 
you wonder, be the worshipped and adored of 
many millions of his fellow men? He has just 
come out of the baccarat rooms, having taken 
the bank against Winston Churchill, Albert de 
Courville, Robert Sievier, and others. 

“Won, your Highness?” asks a beauteous 
hanger-on of the rooms. 

“Just a little, just a little,” carelessly placing 
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spiritual and political head of 
Eastern Mohammedanism.

His English is perfett, likewise his bearing, 
and there is a merry twinkle in his great buls- 
ing eyes behind their big round glasses. The 
flash of a huge brilliant on the middle finger of 
his left hand, causing the cocottes of the casino 
to gasp with envy each time they catch sight 
of it, alone suggests the Oriental, beyond the 
cafe-au-lait conrplexion and ‘a tendency to em- 
bonpojnt. For’ the Aga, though his ancestors 
ruled Egypt in dim ages B. C., was educated at 
Eton and Oxford. and his everv mannerism de-

notes the fact. It is the Eton in him that sends 
him out on horseback every morning, hated ex- 
ercise of the Easterner, just as it is the Oriental 
which keeps the gaudy gems upon his shirt- 
front, on his finger and on his cigarette case. 
It is the Oxford in him which enables him to 
meet the haughtiest Englishwomen on an easy 
equality, just as it is the blood of Persian Kings 
dn his veins which makes him so susceptible, 
outwardly at all events, to the fair sex, lav- 
ishing presents with true Indian splendor upon 
those who gain favor in his eyes. 

That this high priest of Eastern temples has 
succumbed to.a villa at Nice and a white wife 
once on the English stage is due to an occut- 
rence in Persia some eighty years ago. ’ 

His grandfather, born in 1800, had to fly the 
country, and travelling through India at the 
time of the mutiny decided to throw in his lot 
with the British—whom he aided again later in 
the Afghan and*Sind campaigns. In due course 
this first Aga came to be looked upon as a great 
leader of men both in the spiritual and the ma- 
terial sense. When stil] in middle life he was 
elected to the exalted station of spiritual head 
of the Indian Mahommedans, a position which 
he held with such success that before he died, 
now forty years ago, his overlordship had spread 
to Afghanistan, Persia, Arabia, Central Asia, and 
even to Morocco. He had been strong for Vic- 
toria, Empress of India, throughout, and under 
British protection hdd amassed vast wealth, in- 
cluding quartities of precious stones offered to 
him in his sacerdotal capacity by millions and 
millions of natives. He was succeeded by his 
son, the Aga Khan II., who lived only a few 
years, to be followed in turn by the present 
Prince and High Priest, who succeeded to his 
exalted estate at the tender age of eight. 


The rest reads more ahd more like fiction, 
culminating in the arrival this month of Ali 
Baba’s descendant to see the Dempsey-Carpen- 
tier fight at Jersey City. 

The Aga Khan, according to one source of 
fnformation, was “given a religious and Orien- 
tal education, whic hhis high station rendered 
indispensable, and then a sound European train- 
ing to fit him for his position as an enlight- 
ened leader.” Often—as in the case of the late 
Maharajah of Cooch Behar, who could not un- 
derstand that he was still a-“colored man,” de- 
spite Eton and Oxford, and who died of a broken 
heart over a love affair with the future Lady 
Esher—this blending of the Fast and West in 
adolescence proves fatal. A. E. W. Mason bas 
set the situation forth dramaticclly in his rhem- 
orable novel, “The Broken Road.” But the Aga 
Khan seems to be pulling throngh. He is East- 
ern when in the East and Western when in the 
West, and in plain prose the two meet as soon 
as he slips through the Suez Canal, turning his 
back on the last of his subjects, en rouie for 


Nice, love, wine ana laughter, for golf and mo- 
toring and the opera, for pretty ladies and late 
suppers and Riviera sunshine and jewellers’ 
shops. 

Not that I would picture the Aga as exclu- 
sively given to going the pace in Europe. In- 
deed, his personality would not be half so in- 
teresting were he so one-sided a specimen. He 
travels extensively to his distant subjects, of- 
ten crossing an ocean, and helps them finan- 
tially no less than spiritually when he reaches 
them. «And in the political sense he has been 


“@& tower of strength, till recently, in the cause 
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of the British Raj. : 
« But, alackaday! latterly he has emerged as 
an out-and-out Indian home ruler, if not indeed 
as an advocate of independence. That is why 
he now makes Paris his headquarters instead 
of London. He is vexed with Lloyd George over 
the Montague report on Indian self-government, 
and the British Government is really perturbed 
lest -it loses its stanchest ally in Imperial 
India.. 

Perhaps the Aga sees an even more dazzling 
crown ahead? Who knows?

Durbar, a dazzling display of color, a mile-long 
human mosaic doing him honor, Sikhs, and
